INTERESTING LETTERS FROM LOWELL 
[ 
SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 


Private Frank J. Msrritt, of Co. SI 


101st U. S. Infantry, son o£ Mr. 
and 


Mrs. William Merritt of Concord street, 
has written a very interestine letter to 
Rep. Thomas Corbett in which he de- 
scribes the life "over there." He says 
that his company has'been "in there" 
for over a month, and also tells of how 
he dropped into a shell hole to escape 
a German shell. Aerial battles are very 
numerous over the sector where 
the 


Lowell boy is located. His description 
of other details are interestingly told. 
His letter is as follows: 


France, March 13, 191S. 


Dear Tom—Just a few lines to let 
you know that I am well and in the 
best of health, and 1 hope that you and 
your family are also well. 


I suppose that all the folks' at home 


Know, by this time, that we axe in tho 
trenches. 
We have been up here on 
the front now for a over a month We 
have had a great deal of experience 
since leaving our training station. We 
have g-ot accustomed to riding- in lit- 
tle box cars, on the outside of which 
is printed "Choveux. S, Hommes 40," 
which means "Horses S, Men 40" They 
are wonderful little parlor cars 
After getting off the train near the 


front we went into barracks 
for 
a 
short period and then we went into the 
reserve trenches. 
Later we went into 
the front line, relieving- another com- 
pany. Of course all this moving 
was 
done under the cover of darkness as it 
would not be very healthy for anyone 
to go roaming around the front with 
lights. 
All our food is brought up at 


nlg-ht. the kitchen being several miles 
in the rear, but within range of the ar- 
tillery. Fortunately Old Fritz didn't get 
a line on our kitchen. Our food is very 
good and wholesome. 


After a certain time, jn the front line 


we were relieved and returned to the 
reserve, trenches. While our battalion 
if still in the reserve we i-xpcct to soon 
Eo to a rc-st camp. 


The worst thing we have to contend 


with hero is the mud. There isn't much 
infantry action going on hen;, except n 
raid now and then. The artillery is 
quite active, but we are getting used 
10 it 
Wo :I!EO have overcome the fear 
of the rats, that infest this part of 
the country, but the mud "sure" does 
Btt our goats." It sticks like glue, and 
-tv-hen wt- walk in it it is like carrying 
a ton of lead on each shoe. 


T will never forget tho first time T 
heard a big shell coming toward me 
It shot through the air and 1 ™Vc w\4 
pome scared. 1 jumped into a shell hole. 


It landed about 50 yards away 
from 
me. We are EO used to them now tha 
we can tell just ahout where they are 
going to land. 


There has bjjen quite a lot of aeria. 
activity around us. 
We see a fight 
about every day. At night time we 
can tell whether it is a French or a 
Boche machine over us by the sound oi 
the motor. It is quite a sight to wacch 
anti-aircraft guns at night. The sheila 
look like big stars for about a seconc 
when they explode. 


The weather here has been fine for 
the last week. It is just like summer 
at home. I guess we will get a cha-noo 
to play 
ball 
soon. The 
Frenchmen 
can t sec-m to understand how we 
can 
catch a ball. 


Well I guess I will close now, as it 
is getting late.

Another lieutenant, 
commanding a 


machine gun unit, just missed being 
struck by a shell which buried the 
gun, but ho ordered his men to dig out 
the piece and soon ha.d it firing again 
into the German positions.

HOW

WJHEX GARDEN 


SOIL, IS READY FOR SPAD- 


ING 


You can tell whether your, garden 


soil is ready for spading- by scooping1 


up a handful, squeezing it and allow- 
ng1 it to fall away. 
If it sticks to- 


gether in a doughy condition, wait a 
'GW days. When it rolls off your hand 
—crumbles—get the spading fork and 
go to it. 


Unless you intend to buy your to- 


mato, early cabbage, peppers, melon, 
cucumber and the other hot weather 
>lants, start a seed bed. 
This may 


>a a hot bed, a pit filled with fresh 
manure, covered with rich soil, and 
nclosed on sides by boards and on 
op by a window Bash, 
They may be 


rown in a cold frame, built like a 
lot bed without the bottom of fresh 
nanure. 
A few plantg may be start- 


ed in tho house, in a warm, light cor- 
ner of the kitchen or basement. 


Seeds may be planted in berry box- 


es, and set out, box (bottom removed) 
and all, in tho garden later oh. 


Scedling-s in seedbods must bo well 


watered, well warmed and given fresh 
air and as much sunlight as possi- 
ble. 


The backyard gardener can buy for 


50 cents about all the tomato, cucum- 
ber and early cabbage plants he has 
room for. 


Large gardeners may find It best to 


raise their own plants, usually bcins 
able 
to 
sell 
the 
surplus plants to 


neighbors. 
For their benefit the next 


garden lesson will go into the ques- 
tion of hotbeds and cold more ex- 
tensively. 


It is a good idea to put your onion 


"sets in the first thing, insuring nice 
'resit, green onions in a comparative- 
y short-time. These seta (small bulbs) 


may be purchased by the quart, and 
planted every few days to Insure a 
longer season. 


Radishes, spinach, and lettuce should 


be sown at about 
the 
same 
time. 


These will furnish you with your first 
garden 
crops. 
Rad.ishea mature 
in, 


from five to six weeks. 


Early cabbage plants may be set 


out in the open ground when you get 
your radishes, lettuce, onion sets In, 
Onion seeds may be sown then, but 
that will be for a late summer crop 
of green onions and a fall crop of 
bulbs for winter storage.

American merchant ships that he took 
sharp issue with President Wilson. He

Mr. Stone was made chairman of the 
committee, on resolutions at the St 
Louis convention in 1316 and to him fell 
the difficult work of shaping: the plat- 
form on which President Wilson was 
re-elected, lie worked on that almost 
constantly for 4S hours, and never lost 
his composure. As Illustrating- his ca- 
pacity to say "no" in an inoffensive way 
an incident may be quoted.

There have been no reports of Germai

missing nearly a month became known 
Thursday. The naval censor requested 
the Associated Press not to publish the

the high seas. 


Hope Not Vet Abandoned 


The ollicial announcement by the naay 


department yesterday does not give the 
ship up for lost, but merely says: "The 
navy department 'feels extremely Anx- 
ious as to her safety.". 


The statement follows: 
"The U.S.S. Cyclops, navy collier of 


1?,000 tons displacement, loaded with a 
cargo of manganese and with a person- 
nel on board of 15 officers and '221 men 
of tho crew, and 57 passengers, is over- 
duo at an Atlantic port since March 13.

and newest colliers in the navy. It was 
completed by William Cramps & Sons.

The recent publication by the French 


government of the futile peace appeal 
sent out by Emperor Charles of Austro- 
Hungary in March, 1917, and the efforts 
of the emperor and the Austro-Hunga- 
rian foreign office to explain this letter 
to the satisfaction of Germany and the 
German emperor probably were the 
most potent influences in bringing1 about 
the resignation of Count Czernin. 


Since he was appointed foreign min- 


ister on Dec. 24, 1D16, In succession to 
Baron Burian, he has been very active 
in bringing about peace and the mod- 
erate tone of his speech has been in 
sharp contrast with that of the German 
chancellors and foreign secretaries. His 
participation- in the peace forced upon 
Russia and Rumania, however, did not 
show that his actions kept step with his 
words. 


In the "peace offensive" of tho pres- 


ent year, Count Czernin in the Austrian 
reichsrath on Jan, 25 suggested an ex- 
change of views between Austria-Hun- 
gary and the United States, He an- 
nounced also that Austria based her ne- 
gotiations with Russia on the policy of 
no annexations or indemnities but there 
always was some doubt whether his 
pacifist maneuvers were honest or were 
inspired by Berlin in an effort to bring 
about a split among the entente allies. 


On April 4, in an address at Vienna, 


he declared that Pxemier Clemenceau 
had sought 
peace negotiations with 


Austria. 
The French premier replied 


that Count Czernin lied. The French 
and Austrian foreign offices then Issuec 
statements explaining the unofficial ne- 
gotiations in Switzerland. 


Early last week the French govern- 


ment declared that Emperor Char 
and Count. Czernin both had said that 
the claim of France to -Alsace-Lorraine 
was just. This brought a dental from 
Emperor Charles in the form of a tele- 
gram to Emperor William, to whom he 
reiterated his loyalty to tie German 
cause. 


This immediately brought from the 


Trench government the publication of a 
letter from Emperor Charles to his 
brother-in-law, Prince Slxtus of Bour- 
bon, 
which was autographed and which 


the emperor asked be given to President 
Poincare. 
In the letter the emperor 


said that France should have Alcase- 
Lorraine and that Bellg-ium and Serbia 
should be restored. He also asked that 
London and Paris be felt out as to peace 
terms. 


German newspapers have 
attacked 


both Emperor'Charles and his foreign 
secretary because of this letter and at- 
tempts have been made to show that it 
was not written by the emperor. It has 
been reported in Vienna that there was 
no attempt to hide its authenticity, bul 
that the French version was garbled. It 
has also been reported that the letter 
was written by the emperor's mother- 
in-law. 


Count Czernln was in Rumania when 


the letter was published by the French 
government n.nd ho was summoned to 
Vienna Friday. 


Count Ottokar Czernin von Chudenltz, 


a wealthy Bohemian land owner, was 
minister to Rumania when that country 
entered the war. Within six weeks after 
the death of Emperor Francis Joseph he 
was appointed foreign minister by Em- 
peror Charles. Count Czernin la a very 
close friend of Count Berchtold. foreign 
minister at the outbreak of (he war, 
who has been opposed to tho Pan-Ger- 
man war party and his resignation was 
brought about by them. 


In addition to being1 foreign minister, 


Count Czernin was premier and chan- 
cellor of tho dual empire. Ho is about 
Cl years old.

soil is ready for spading by scooping 
up a handful, squeezing it and allow- 
ing it to fall away.

Unless you intend to buy your to- 


mato, early cabbage, peppers, melon.

plants, start a seed -bed. 
This may 


bQ a hot bed, a pit filled with fresh 
manure, covered with rich soil, and 
enclosed on sides by boards and on 
top by a window sash. They may be 
grown in a cold frame, built like a 
hot bed without the bottom of fresh 
manure. 
A few plants may be start- 


ed in the house. In a warm, light cor- 
ner of the kitchen or basement. 


Seeds may be planted in berry box- 


es, and set out. box (bottom removed) 
and all, in the garden later on. 


Scedling-s Sn seedbeds must be well 


watered, well warmed and given fresh 
air and as much sunlight as possi- 
ble. 


Tho backyard gardener can buy for 
rtQ cents about all the tomato, cucum- 
ber and early cabbage plants he has 
room for. 
Large g~ard e n e r.s m ay find it best to 


raise their own plants, usually being

.Death came 


at 4.30 o'clock yc-sierday afternoon, 
but his physician made no announce- 
ment until an hour later, because or 
two previous occasions iho patient': 
pulse had become so weak that thi 
family thought the end had come. 


At the bedside were Mrs. Stone and 


their children, Federal Judge 
Ktrn- 


brough Stone of 
Kansas City, Mrs. 
John "W. Parkinson of St. Joseph's, 
Mo., and Miss Mabel Stone, and his 
niece, Miss Margaret Winston of St. 
Louis. 
All the members of the Missouri del- 


egation in congress were at the home 
during the day and there were scores 
of other callers among officials and 
members of congress. 


Senator Reed announced last night 


that 'funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock at the home, 
and the family, accompanied by a con- 
gressional committee, will leave with 
the body in the evening for St. Louis. 


At St. Lrouis a night train will be 


taken for Jefferson City, where the 
body will rest in state in the state 
capitol, Wednesday. That evening- the 
body will be taken to Nevada, Mo., 
Senator Stone's old home, for burial 
there Thursday by the Nevada Ma- 
eonic lodge. 


A successor to Senator Stone to hold 


office until the next general election 
in November will be named by Gov.

While Senator Stone made no 
apologies for his course on that occa- 
sion, he always contended it was in 
strict line with his duty as a, senator 
because in accord with his convictions, 
and.

and he declined to take charge of the 
war resolutions as would have been ex- 
pected of him as chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations.

Since coming to the senate, in 1903, 


Mr. Stone had been to the front on all 
important questions. He also has been 
active in what may be termed the poli- 
cies of the senate. He assisted in elect- 
ing Senator Clark of Arkansas to tho 
office of the president, pro temporo, in 
succession to Senator Bacon of Georgia 
but shortly afterward when Mr. Ciarf: 
lined up with a few'other democrats in 
opposition to the shipping: bill he found 
no more severe critic than his former 
supporter and friend. Indeed, Senator 
Stone seldom hesitated to attack any 
senator, democrat or republican, -who 
opposed what lie believed to be deserv- 
ing administration measures. 


Kot withstanding- his pacifist attitude, 


Mr. Stone was made chairman of the 
committee on resolutions at the St. 
Louis convention in 1U16 and to him fell 
the difficult work of shaping- the plat- 
form on which President "Wilson was 
re-elected. He worked on that almost 
constantly for 4S hours, and never losi 
his composure. As illustrating1 his ca- 
pacity to say "no" in an inoffensive way 
an incident in ay be quoted. The suffrage 
plank was the subject of much discus- 
sion and, as chairman of the committee, 
tho 
Missouri senator -was frequently 


called upon by delegations of advocates 
of equal rights. On one occasion they 


re 
especially persistent. 
Senator 


Stone could not say what the committee 
would do but he did not make a speech, 
He simply said: 


"Girls, you are- too blamed impetu- 


ous." 


They went away good na-turcd if not 


satisfied. 


A. Kentuckia,n by nativity, born May 
1S4S, Senator Stone removed to Mis- 


souri, where he graduated 
from 
th^ 


Missouri university and was admitted to 
the bar in 1869. \ He immediately began 
lo manifest an interest- in political af- 
fairs, and in 1S73 was prosecuting- at- 
torney of Vernon county. 


He came to congrcFs as a representa- 


tive in the 49th congress and was re- 
elected to the 50th and 51st congresses, 
serving from 1SS5 to 1S91. 


From 1893 to 1S97 he was governor of 


Missouri. Upon tho, death of (Jeorg-c C. 
Vest he was first elected to the senate 
in 1503, and was re-elected in 1909 and

en have left the country recently, ofll- 
clals pay. 
Enough remain, however, 


officials believe, to make it advisable 
to prevent them from running- at large 
within the United States and gather- 
ing: information on war activities. The 
women under surveillance, it is said, 
include the wives of prominent Ger- 
man and Austrian business men, par- 
ticularly in and about New York.

KING PLANT UNDER FOOD 


COMMITTEE 


The value of business methods In 


women's 
war work 
was 
admirably 


demonstrated under the direction of 
the food committee and the mayor, of 
Newark, X. J. 
•Early in August, 1917, Mr. Edward 
\V. Scudder, 
chairman of 
the 
food 


committee, recommended the adoption 
of a plan by which the 
women of 


Newark might spend their unoccupied 
hours at a central plant in conserving 
vegetables and fruits for winter con- 
sumption. 
Women were 
to receive 


wages at the rate of 15 cents, an hour, 
payable in conserved food, and' they 
were also given the privilege of pur- 
chasing the excess food at cost in an 
amount proportionate to their houra 
of labor. 


Tho mayor's committee on national 


defense decided to finance the initial 
costs, and secured a suitable kitchen, 
rent free, in the building of the New- 
ark Female Charitable society. By a 
special arrangement, care and nourish- 
ment were provided for children whilfl 
their mothers 
were v.-orklng In tho 


cannery. 


The factory opened Us doors at 
8- 


o'clock. and the day was divided in:o 
three shifts, the last workers remain- 
Ing u n t i l 10. 
Three hundred and for- 


ty-five women enrolled, and each re- 
ceived a time card, which was punched 
for each hour's labor. 
Tbe output cf 


tbe factory increased rapidly day by 
daj-. until a maximum of 619 jars wag 
reached on the banner day.

"If the money to which you may be 


entitled on account of being dependent

man has not yet been forwarded to 
you, 
it is because this bureau has not 
et received the necessary application 


blank from him. 


''A man is not required to sign over 


!or allot) any part of his pay to any- 
one except the wife or child or di- 
"orced wife entitled to alimony, but 
le is allowed to do so; but when he 
does, his allotment blank is sent by 
iis officers to the bureau of war risk 
nsurance and the money thus allotted 
s sent to the persons named to re- 
:eive it without any application on 
their part. 


"If a man allots a certain part of 


iis pay to a parent grandparent, step- 
iarent, parent-in-law, brother, 
half- 


irother, step-mother, sister, step-sis- 
er, half-sister or grandchild, depend- 
nt upon him for support he may ap- 
ly for a government allowance for 
fiem. This allowance, together 
with 


tie allotment, will be paid to the per- 
ons named to receive it without any 
pplication by them. But 
no 
such 


elatives have any right to an allow- 
ance from, the government unless the 
nan first allots part of his pay to 
hern and unless they are wholly or 
artly dependent upon the man for 
upport 
''If you are the man's parent, grand- 
arent, brother, sister, grandchild, etc., 
nd are dependent upon him, the only 
hing you can do is to write and ask. 
im to make an allotment and to ap- 
ly for an allowance for you. If lie 
nakes the allotment and but fails to 
sis. for the allowance, you may then 
pply for the allowance yourself. 
"In writing to this bureau always 
t sure to state your exact relation- 
lip to the man and to give his full 
ame, his branch of service, his regl- 
lent, company, ship or station.

Berlin. 
On learning of the letter he 


resigned, but yielded to a. request that 
he remain in office until the conclu- 
sion of the 
peace agreement with 


Rumania. 


The recent publication by the French 


government of the futile peace appeal 
sent out.by Emperor Charles of Austro- 
Hungary in March, 1917, and the efforts 
of the emperor and the Austro-Hunga- 
rian foreign office to explain this letter 
to the satisfaction of Germany and the 


erman emperor probably were the 


most potent influences in bringing: about 
the resignation of Count Czerntn. 


Since he was appointed foreign min- 


ister on Dec. 24, 1916, In succession to 
Baron Burian, ho has been very active 
in bringing about pea.ee and the mod- 
erate tone of his speech has been In 
Eharp contrast with that of the German 
chancellors and foreign secretaries. His 
participation in the peace forced upon 
lussia and Rumania, however, did not 
show that his actions kept step with his 
words. 


In the "neace offensive" of the pre"s- 


ent year, Count Czernln in the Austrian 
-cichsrath on Jan. 25 suggested an ex- 
change of views between Austria-Hun- 
gary and the United States. He an- 
nounced also that Austria based her ne- 
gotiations with Russia on the policy of 
10 annexations or indemnities but there 
always was some doubt whether his 
pacifist maneuvers were honest or were 
nspired by Berlin in an effort to bring 
.bout a split among tho entente allies. 


On April 4, In an address at Vienna, 


10 declared that Premier Clemenceau 
lad sought peace negotiations with 
Austria. 
Tho French premier replied 


hat Count Czernin lied. The French 
und Austrian foreign offices then issued 
tatcments explaining the unofficial'ne- 
gotiations in Switzerland. 


Early last week the 'French govern- 


ment declared that Emperor 
Charles 


and Count Czernln both had said that 
he claim of France to Aisace-Ixirraine 
was Just. This brought a denial from 
Emperor Charles in the form of a tele- 
gram to Emperor "William, to whom he 
eltorated his loyalty to the German 


This immediately brought from the 


Drench government the publication of a 
etter from Emperor Charles 
to his 


3rother-ln-te.w, Prince Slxtus of Bour- 
on, which was autographed and which 
he emperor askedibe given to President 
olncare. 
In the letter tfce emperor 


aid that Franco should have Alcase- 
rorraine and that Beligium and Serbia 
hould be restored. He also nsked that 
Condon and Paris be felt out as to peace 
errns. 


German newspapers have attacked 


ioth Emperor Charles and his foreign 
ecretary because of this letter and at- 
empts have been made to show that it 
vas not written by tho omperor. It has 
'Gen reported In Vienna that there was 
10 attempt to hide its authenticity, but 
hat the French version was garbled. It 
as also been reported that the letter 
vas written by the emperor's mother- 
n-lav/. 


Count Czernin was in Rumania when 


he letter was published by the French 
rovernmont and he was summoned to 
'ienna Friday. 


Count pttokar Czemln von ChudenttB, 
i wealthy Bohemian land owner, was 
irinisj^er to Rumania when that country 
ntered the war. Within six weeks after 
ho death of Emperoi; Francis Joseph he 
i-as appointed foreign minister by Em- 
>eror Charles. Count Czernin Is a very 
losn friend of Count Berchtold, foreign 
nlnlstcr at tho outbreak of the war, 
vho has-been opposed.-(o the Pan-Ger- 
lan war party and his resignation was 
iroucrht about by thevn. 


In addition to being foreign minister, 


Cotln_t C/,ornin wan premier and chan- 


ellof of tho dual empire. He is about 
1 years old.
